at the age of sixty-seven years.

he has been known to the world as the 
American who was “first in war, first 
in peace and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen.

British naval genius and British 
diplomatic policy are apparently at 
odds on the subject of the sub­ 
marine as a legitimate weapon of 
modem civilized warfare. 
While Arthur Balfour and Lord 
Lee of Fareham, at the Washing­ 
ton conference on the Limitation 
of Armament, were making Brit­ 
ain’s "magnificent 
gesture,** de­ 
manding the abolition of the sub­ 
mersible and branding all officers 
and men who went down to the sea 
end submarines as 
cowards 
or 
worse, the British Navy was rush­ 
ing construction of the greatest 
underseas boat the world has ever 
known. 
Naval and diplomatic offi­ 
cials of the United States and the 
other great naval powers are won­ 
dering just what it was all about. 
The British demand for eliminat­
